ARE  PRIVATE  TR^DE   SCHOOL  COURSES  WORTH  WHILE?

With  the  opening  of  the  Fall  semester  next 
month,  thousands  of  men  and  women  and  boys 
and  girls  will  enter  private  trade  schools 
in  the  Bay  Area.  Some  of  these  schools  will 
be  legitimate  institutions,  giving  full  value 
For  the  cost  of  tuition.  Others  will  be  v, ' 
are  known  as  "  gyp  training  schools  '.  Sutn 
schools  lure  their  students  by  false  andmis- 
leading  advertising  and  by  high-presure  sales- 
manship. Once  enrolled,  the  student  finds 
that  the  quality  of  instruction  is  poor,  and 
chances  for  employment  extremely  limited. 
The  onl^  ison  tha  you  enter  trade  school 
is    '      1  cupation    that    will     lead    to 

employment,     rhis     should   always    bo   borne    in 


en  the  dotted  line  at  the  school.  Always 
beware  of  the  school  that  guarantees  em- 
ployment after  you  have  finished  the  cour- 
se. It  is  illegal  to  do  this  but  many 
schools  still  carry  on  the  practice,  rea- 
lizing- thai  ;'e  inte  se  desire  of  "«"vple 
to  iina  w<rK  often  overrides  their  sense 
of  reason.  You  also  have  good  reason  to 
distrust  a  school  if  its  salesmsn  or  pro- 
prietor tries  to  ^have  you  enroll  in  the 
course  without  giving  you  time  to  think 
it  over.  It  is  a  good  practice  never 
to  sign  any  papers  of  any  sort  when  you 
are  investigating  trade  schools  many  pe- 
ople,    especially   those    who   can  net   read 
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mind  when  selecting  a  school.  Certain  types 
of  trade  schools  train  for  what  they  call 
"new  and  undeveloped  fields  of  employment" . 
Students,  anxious  to  find  an  occupation  that 
has  a  hopeful  future,  do  not  often  analyze 
the  vocation  that  they  are  studying,  For 
example,  diesel  engine  mechanical  work, 
while  claimed  to  be  such  a  new  field, actu- 
ally is  but  a  variation  of  gasoline  engine 
work  and  of f ers but ,  li 1 1 1 e  in  the  way  of  ex- 
panded employment.  Furthermore,  are  there 
any  other  restrictions  which  may  prevent  you 
from  finding  a  job  after  graduat ing from  the 
school  ?  In  some  fields  it  is  necessary  to 
have  a  union  membership ,  Investigation  of 
this  should  precede  enrollment  in  the 
school.  Will  it  be  necessary  for  you  to 
set  up  your  own  shop  in  order  to  make  a  li- 
velihood? if  so, how  much  will  it  cost  for 
equipment  and  fixtures?  Al  1  these  eventual- 
ities  should  be   considered    before     you   sign 


english  very  well,  often  sign  papers 
which  turn  out  to  be,  to  their  great  sur- 
prise, notes  committing  them  to  pay  for 
expensive    trade    courses.  The  more     a 

school  tries  to  get  a  definite  answer  from 
you,  the  more  suspicious  you  should  be  of 
the  school.  So  far  I  have  just  mentioned 
some  of  the  hazards  of  private  trade 
schools.  That  does  not  mean  that  all  of 
them  should  be  avoided. Many  private  tra- 
de schools  are  ligitimate.  Their  tuition 
fees  are  not  unreasonable  when  one  consi- 
ders the  quality  of  instruction  offered, 
and  in  many  instances,  individuals  have 
been  able  to  retrain  themselves  for  enti- 
rely different  kind  of  work.
